Rochester, N. Y., June 7.—Because 
the adoption of the so-called 
“Windsor Plan” 
by the Rochester 
Automobile Deal-

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Cotton and Tire Prices 


N discussing developments in the tire field, we are all of 

us prone to talk as if the single determining factor here 

is rubber. As a matter of fact, there are other factors which 

help in determining the price at which tires may be put in 
the consumers’ hands. 

In a recent bulletin issued by the 
Textile Merchants of New York this point ts 
“One of the best evidences of the large use of cotton in the 
automobile industry is in the production of ys the 
bulletin. “Statistics compiled by the Rubber Association of 
America indicate that during the first three months this year 
approximately 59,000,000 pounds of cotton fabric were used 
in the manufacture of casings. If this rate of production is 
continued through the year the total consumption of cotton 
for this purpose will exceed the 227,512,000 pounds which 
were used last year. 

“Each tire casing takes between three and four pounds| 
of cotton fabric. When it is recalled that there are about! 
22,000,000 automobiles in this country, with an average of | 
4.5 tires for each and an average annual replacement of 
nearly 2.5 tires per car, the wheels of motor vehicles repre-| 
sent the consumption of ne arly 450,000,000 pounds of cotton 
fabric.” 

This latter poundage compares with 
800,000,000 pounds of rubber consumed in this country, 
all of which goes into tires. 

From this it is evident that the cotton supply may easily 
exert a very definite effect on the price of finished tires. 
At the present moment conditions in the cotton 
pouth are far from satisfactory. An excess of damp weather 
fas caused revision downward of the first estimates of the! 
year’s crop. The Mississippi floods have not helped maiters. 
In spite of a generous reserve left over from 
bumper crop, cotton may easily reach a condition where it 
will have a far-reaching effect on tire prices. So, in breath- 
ing fire and brimstone at the British rubber export restric- 
tions don’t let us forget the role that our ottan 
play. 
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Inaccurate Speedometers
